To  the  Members  of  the  Cowes  Urban  District  Council : — 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors. 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1954. 

The  birth  rate  rose  from  13.24  to  13.7  and  the  death 
rate  fell  from  12.9  to  12.4. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  rose  from  17.93  to  30.3. 

One  death  occurred  from  whooping  cough,  but  none 
from  measles  or  infantile  diarrhoea. 

There  were  only  3 deaths  from  tuberculosis  of  all 
forms  during  the  year. 

Six  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  were  recorded, 
the  same  figure  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Twenty-seven  deaths  were  due  to  strokes  compared 
with  26  the  previous  year,  while  heart  disease  accounted  for 
70  deaths  compared  with  79  in  the  previous  year.  These 
figures  remain  fairly  close  each  year. 

Five  deaths  were  due  to  motoring  accidents  com- 
pared with  none  the  previous  year. 

From  the  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases  it  was  an 
excellent  year,  the  total  number  of  cases  falling  from  857  to 
73. 


While  recognising  the  great  potential  educational 
value  of  television,  it  is  sad  to  see  the  evil  effects  on  children 
in  those  homes  where  the  viewing  is  not  reasonably  controlled. 
In  many  schools  it  is  possible  to  pick  out  the  children  who 
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watch  television  far  too  late.  Teachers  speak  of  drowsy, 
inattentive  pupils  and  are  concerned  at  the  evil  effects  uncon- 
trolled viewing  is  having  on  the  health  of  the  school  child. 

In  addition  to  lack  of  necessary  sleep,  the  habit  of 
reading  is  gradually  becoming  lost.  Wise  parents  have  the 
remedy  in  their  own  hands. 

While  it  is  true  that  hygienic  conditions  of  food 
handling  is,  on  the  whole  becoming  more  widespread,  there 
are  certain  cases  where  no  amount  of  advice,  instructions  or 
warning  is  of  any  avail.  When  lectures  and  literature  on 
Clean  Food  Handling  are  given,  those  who  are  in  most  need 
of  it  do  not  attend.  Those  food  handlers  who  are  aware  of 
the  importance  of  applied  cleanliness  are  the  only  ones  who 
will  co-operate  in  an  attempt  to  make  their  already  good 
standards  even  better.  It  is  at  the  core  of  indifferent  food 
handlers  that  all  the  efforts  of  the  Public  Hialth  Department 
must  be  directed. 

Clean  handling  and  transport  is  particularly  impor- 
tant in  the  care  of  those  foods  that  are  to  be  consumed 
uncooked.  Bread  in  particular  is  exposed  to  contamination. 

Problem  Families  about  which  much  has  been 
written  in  previous  reports  are  still  with  us  and  are  the 
occasion  of  much  anxiety.  I must  thank  the  Council  for  the 
sympathetic  consideration  which  they  have  always  shown  to 
my  recommendations  in  these  cases  in  respect  of  re-housing. 

As  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  falls,  a new 
class  of  diseases  is  forever  on  the  increase.  Perhaps  the 
greatest  incidence  of  disease  today  is  due  to  psychosomatic 
causes — stress,  in  one  form  or  another.  Diseases  such  as 
coronary  thrombosis,  asthma,  colitis  and  a host  of  others  are 
attributed  to  stress.  A field  in  which  the  Council  has  done 
much  to  relieve  one  cause  of  disease-producing  stress  is  in  the 
provision  of  houses  for  those  living  in  overcrowded  and 
unhealthy  surroundings. 
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In  a great  many  cases  a striking  change  is  visible 
the  health  of  a woman  who  at  last  finds  a home  of  her  own.

178  inspections  were  made  in  relation  to  new  drainage 
works  and  71  tests  of  new  drains  were  carried  out. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

Complaints  received  for  rat  and  mice  infestation  for  the 
twelve  months  ending  31st  March,  1955,  were  170;  these 
were  all  dealt  with  by  the  Rodent  Officer  of  the  Isle  of  Wight 
(Destruction)  Joint  Committee,  which  is  comprised  cf  repre- 
sentatives and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  each  constituent 
authority. 

Visits  were  made  to  74  Council  owned  premises,  refuse 
tips  f.nd  yards,  etc.,  950  dwelling  houses,  315  business  and 
in.’.ustrial  premises. 

4 major  and  116  minor  rat  infestations  were  discovered  and 
110  minor  mice  infestations.

SWIMMING  AND  PADDLING  POOLS. 

The  Gurnard  Pines  Holiday  Camp’s  open  air  swimming 
pool  is  equipped  with  a filtration  and  clorination  plant  which 
is  operated  by  qualified  personnel. 

The  children’s  paddling  pool  situated  at  the  East  Cowes 
Esplanade  is  filled  by  a mains  water  supply.  Emptying  and 
cleansing  is  carried  out  at  regular  intervals  during  the  months 
when  it  is  subject  to  heavy  use. 

Samples  taken  from  the  pools  and  submitted  to  the  patho- 
logical laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination  were  in  all 
respects  satisfactory. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1950. 

The  total  number  of  shops  included  on  the  register  was  282. 

Regular  and  routine  inspections  were  made  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  the  Act,  and  one  contravention  was  reported  of 
the  sale  of  goods  after  evening  closing  hours. 

Informal  action  was  taken  with  the  offender. 

Following  the  delegation  of  the  Shops  Act  power  to  this 
Authority  a circular  letter  and  a summary  of  the  principal 
provisions  of  the  Act,  with  a list  of  forms  and  notices  which 
are  required  to  be  displayed  were  despatched  to  all  shop- 
keepers. 
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Orders  were  made  during  the  year  being  cited  as  the  Cowes 
Holiday  Resort  (Suspension  of  Weekly  Half  Holiday)  Order, 
this  permitted  the  suspension  of  weekly  half  holidays  for  a 
period  of  four  months  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  June. 
The  second  order  being  the  Sunday  Trading  Order,  allowing 
Sunday  trading  for  eighteen  consecutive  Sundays  for  certain 
goods  as  listed  in  the  order. 


FOOD  SUPPLIES  PREMISES— 
CONDEMNED  FOODS. 

The  quantities  of  tinned  and  packed  foods  subject  to 
condemnation  has  shown  a decrease  over  the  immediate  post 
war  years.  This  is  probably  due  to  a high  standard  of  canning 
returning  once  again  and  the  re-appearance  of  better  class 
tinned  foods  and  increased  quantities  of  fresh  foods  being 
available,  also  the  return  of  pre-war  arrangements  between 
wholesalers  and  retailers  with  regard  to  canned  goods.

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ICE  CREAM. 


The  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream 
was  86,  this  includes  1 manufacturer  of  ice  cream. 

A total  of  42  samples  were  taken  of  bulk  ice  cream  as 
served  to  the  public.

MEAT  INSPECTION  AND  SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 


Following  the  end  of  rationing  and  the  allocation  of  meat 
supplies  three  applications  were  received  for  the  licensing  of 
slaughter  houses  which  were  at  the  time  disused. 

Upon  consideration,  these  applications  were  refused  -in 
view  of  the  age,  disrepair  and  general  construction  of  the 
slaughter  houses  and  adjoining  buildings,  and  that  it  was  not 
reasonably  practicable  to  render  the  premises  suitable. 

Consequently  no  slaughtering  is  carried  out  in  this  district 
the  bulk  of  the  killing  being  in  the  Newport  area  where  meat 
inspection  is  performed  by  the  Newport  Borough  Sanitary 
Inspector,  before  despatch  for  retail  sale  in  butchers’  premises. 

The  majority  of  English  and  imported  meat  and  offal 
transported  from  the  mainland  is  held  in  cold  storage  at  the 
two  storage  depots  situated  in  the  High  Street,  before  distri- 
bution throughout  the  Island. 

Continual  supervision  is  kept  on  the  methods  of  hanging, 
handling,  and  transporting  of  the  carcases,  in  order  to  prevent 
contamination. 
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MILK  SUPPLIES. 

There  are  6 registered  premises- from  -which  milk  is  sold  for 
retail  sale  in  the  district  and  all  pasteurised  milk  is  treated  at 
the  pasteurising  and  bottling  plant  situated  outside  the  district. 

During  the  year,  39  applications  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations, 
1949,  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Raw  Milk) 
Regulations,  1949/1950,  were  made  and  licences  were  granted 
as  follows  : — 

Pasteurised  1 1 dealers  and  7 supplementary. 

Tuberculin  Tested  14  dealers  and  7 supplementary. 

11  applications  under  the  Milk  and  Dairy  Regulations, 
1949,  were  made  for  registration  as  Distributors  and  Dairies. 

All  milk  supplied  to  schools  within  the  district  is 
pasteurised. 

No  complaints  were  received  of  contaminated  bottles  and 
no  further  cases  were  reported  of  milk  caps  being  found  in 
school  milk  bottles  following  the  matter  being  taken  up  with 
the  suppliers. 


FOOD  SHOPS,  CAFES  AND  RESTAURANTS. 


There  are  approximately  171  premises  from  which  food  is 
stored,  exposed,  or  offered  for  sale  and  30  restaurants,  snack 
bars  and  hotels  open  to  non-residents. 

Many  of  the  catering  establishments  are  seasonal  and  only 
open  four  months  of  the  year;  structural  alterations  and  im- 
provements are  carried  out  during  the  winter  months  and  in 
this  way  a continual  improvement  is  brought  about  each  year. 

All  food  shops  and  catering  premises  were  inspected  during 
the  year  and  by  suggestions  and  recommendations  many  im- 
provements were  carried  out  and  the  general  standard  of 
cleanliness  was  good,  but  in  some  cases  constant  supervision 
is  required  to  ensure  that  a satisfactory  standard  of  cleanli- 
ness is  maintained. 

A comprehensive  and  thorough  survey  of  all  types  of  food 
premises  was  commenced  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  to 
ensure  that  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938, 
were  being  fully  complied  with,  but  owing  to  pressure  of 
work  this,  as  yet,  is  not  complete. 
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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (MILK  AND  DAIRIES)  ACTS  1944. 
URBAN  DISTRICT  OF  COWES. 

Samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year  from  herds 
whose  milk  is  retailed  raw  without  heat  treatment.  These 
samples  were  examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Winchester,  for  the  presence  of  live  Tubercle  Bacilli.
